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HERE IS A PRECEDENT. 
Much has been heard in the contro­ 
versy over the appointment of a cir­ 
cuit clerk to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Ti R. Melton, of the political 
precedents in such cases and it has 
been stated by one of the men whq§ 
blocked Mrs. 
Melton’s appointment 
that democrats in the past, under sim­ 
ilar circumstances, have always de­ 
manded the chief deputyship for a 
member of their party when giving 
the office to the widow of a republi­ 
can dying in office. 
This statement is not borne out by 
the facts as can be ascertained very 
easily by those who desire to know 
just what has been the practice. 
There haven’t been many cases with 
# 
conditions exactly such as surround 
this. But there has been one almost 
identical in evft^ respect, with the ex­ 
ception that*there was no politician to 
interfere with the 
efforts of great 
hearted men of all political beliefs in 
* their*efforts to do the just and right 
thing for the widow7 of a faithful pub­ 
lic servant*who died before he had 
completed the term of office to which 
the people of his county had elected 
him. 
The case referred to 
occurred in 
Greene county in 1895. In the previ­ 
ous year, 
1894, a republican, 
Dan 
Stewart, had been elected sheriff, by a 
clean majority, in r free and fair elec­ 
ting. Very shortly after assuming of­ 
fice Mr. Stewart 
died. 
The 
office 
was the best in the county so far as the 
emoluments were concerned and, of 
course, there were lots of men who 
would have liked to have it. The state 
* administration was democratic, the 
late William Joel Stone being gover­ 
nor. What happened? Democrts and 
republicans joined in a request on the 
governor that Mrs. Stewart be com­ 
missioned for her husband’s unexpir­ 
ed term and in all 
the 
county of 
Greene there w as not one democrat to 
raise his voice in protest. 
And there 
were no strings attached to the re­ 
quest. No one thought of forcing the 
widow to take a deputy not of her own 
choosing, with her 
assuming all re­ 
sponsibility and making the necessary 
bond. The request of the governor 
was that Hie be made*sheriff and left 
free to conduct the office as best suit­ 
ed her. 
And Governor Stone, rock- 
ribbed democrat as^jhe was, without 
hesitation, commissioned this republi­ 
can woman to the 
office, 
exacting 
nothing from her in the way of de- 
putysjups or any other sort of patron­ 
ag e 
* 
This is what was done for a repub­ 
lican widow by democrats, years be­ 
fore women had the vote and when 
their participation iii public 
affairs 
was more or less frowned upon. Mrs. 
Stewart assumed the office and ap­ 
pointed her own deputies, all of them 
republicans, and retired at the expira­ 
tion of her term with a splendid rec­ 
ord for honesty, efficiency and devo­ 
tion to duty and the 
democrats of 
Greene county had the satisfaction of 
knowing that, partisan as some of 
them 
were, 
none 
were 
partisan 
^enough to place a straw in theV ay of 
doing justice to the widow of a poli­ 
tical opponent and that sordid party 


patronage counted nothing with them 
when it came to a question of right. 
»----------- 
RATPROOFING. 
Scientists 
and 
statistical 
have 
computed what the rat costs mankind 
and the figures are enormous, though 
we haven’t them at hand. 
They are 
so big that another $100,000,000 ad­ 
ded to them will not greatly increase 
their. impressiveness. 
Dr. Copeland, 
the, head of the New York health de­ 
partment, thinks that the time has 
come to ad4 this extra $100,000,000 
because he believes that it would have 
a much larger sum than that in the 
end, to say nothing of*a great saving 
in human lives. 
He proposes the rat- 
proofing of New Yt>rk, and he figures 
that the work would cost $50,000,000 
at the least, $100,000,000 at the most. 
It is fairly safe to count on the lat­ 
ter figure. 
Undertakings of this sort 
generally cost more than the esti­ 
mates. 
The people of New York are 
not enthusiastic over Dr. Copeland’s 
suggestion. They don’t relish ’ the 
Mea of having new taxes added to 
their already heavy burden. Bubonic 
plague has not appeared in New York 
and may never appear there, and it 
is unlikely that the Copeland plan will 
be carried out unless the plague does 
come. 
New Orleans undertook the task of 
rat-proofing only after the actual visi­ 
tation of tl^ plague had demonstrated 
beyond all question the absolute ne­ 
cessity of the step. .It cost New Or­ 
leans $10,000,000, 
but "the 
results 
seem to have been satisfactory and 
New Orleans regards it as money well 
spent. 
Indeed, the N^v Orleans 
States believes that even if the rat- 
proofing of New York 
should 
cost 
$200,000,000, 
instead 
of half that 
sum, it would be a profitable invest­ 
ment for that city not only as insur­ 
ance against t|je plague but also as a 
means of saving the millions of dol­ 
lars worth of foodstuffs and goods 
wThich New York pays in tribute to the 
rat.
